change for any stamp, 
Along with Hie new stamps, brown 
stomps Y and Z for meat* and 
green stamps K. L and M. for pro­ 
cessed foods will be used until they 
expire, March 20.

\ LITTLE NONSENSE NOW ANO 
THEN 
I ookinp over some books in a store 
recently. I spied a beautiful limited 
edition of • Alice in Y/onderlnnd. 
bought it and took it home, where I 
devoted an entire evening to Its 
reading 
It may not be generally 
known that the 
author. 
Charles 
Dodgson, was a professor of m athe­ 
matics. and -wrote several books on 
tills subject. 
It is 
understandable, 
therefore. 
why it was that this author wanted 
to wTite something entirely different 
— something that was utterly non­ 
sense—yet fun! Strange as it may 
seem, these “Alice” books have a t­ 
tained world-wide fame and have 
brought pleasure and happincAs to 
millions, whereas who lias ever read 
his other books? Nonsense. I say. 
but are such books 
nonsense? 
I 
think not, in the final analysis. They 
are escape books, to which we turn 
for relaxation and humorous plea­ 
sure 
Tile first edition of "Alice in 
Wonderland” Is so rare that only the 
wealthy can afford a copy—that is. 
the real first of 1865. Dr. Rosen- 
bach paid something like $76,000 for 
the manuscript, and then sold it to a 
New Jersey millionaire for some­ 
thin. like double this amount.
